A Grand Display In the Crater of the Prin- 


cipal Uawutlaa Volcano. 


By the arrival of the Kinau this morning 


the news has been received of the overflow 
of the volcano of Kilauea. The following 
details are obtained from Philip Peck, the 
Hotel street importer, who visited the vol- 
cano on Friday last in company with Super- 
intendent of Public Works W. E. Rowell: 


The volcano has been constantly increas- 


ing In activity for a week past and wan par- 
ticularly lively on Thursday evening, when 
as many as 1C magnificent fountains of fire 
were sent up at one time from the bubbling 
and seething mass 
These fiery columns 


were so high as to be seen from the veranda 
at the Volcano House, two miles distant. 
The sight from that place on Thursday 
night was Indescribably grand, and is said 
never to have been equaled in former years. 


On Friday evening, when Messrs. Peok 


and Rowell made their visit, the fountains 
were still plnying, but were not NO high or 
large as on the previous night. Both gen- 
tlemen went to tbe very edge of the burn- 
ing lake, which at that time was more 
than full, tbe molten lava In the center 
being fully two feet higher than at the 
edges. Mr. Peck described the immense 
lake as being in a similar state to a glass of 
water which is more than full and yet does 
not overflow. At times the burning mass 
would slop over in places and flow into the 
main pit 10 or 15 feet below, but a new 
crust would soon form ngd the flow stoo. 
Mr. Rowell had a uarroi^>cape from one 
of these sudden overflows. Both gentlemen 
speak of the scene as most magnificent and 
indescribable in its grandeur. 


On Saturday night the volcano was in 


the same condition as on tbe previous one, 
but lava commenced to overflow in a steady 
stream. On Sunday about 7 p. in. the en- 
tire walls fell in, and the lake Itself has 
spread out to the full extent of the pit and 
now forms a molten mass about one-half 
by one-third of a mile in extent. After the 
breakdown the lava was very active, tbe 
fountains and columns being more violent 
than ever. The view from the hotel was 
then marvelous. 


From another source it is learned that a 
sharp SHOCK OT eartnqmtKe vm» teiv au v«<3 
volcano on Sunday night and more or less 
throughout the entire island, although at 
Hilo it was scarcely perceptible.—Hawaiian 
Star.

SPECIMEN PRECIOUS STONES. 


They Are Ctams of the Utmost Perfection 


and Are Very Hare. 


Before the existence of "specimen stones" 


becomes, through the drain of them to 
America, a thing of the post for us, it may 
be well to say a few words about things 
which very few people have ever seen and 
henceforward have little chance of seeing. 
The word "upecimen stone" explains that 
it ia a gem of the utmost perfection, but 
few know how rare and precious it is and 
how little it differs to the eye of any but 
an expert from an ordinary example of this 
kind. Specimen stones are masculine lux- 
uries. They are never set, because even 
the most delicate setting might hide de- 
fects which would mitke them compara- 
tively valueless. 
The desire to possess 


them constitutes the last Infirmity of no- 
blemen, for not only are they the most con- 
centrated possible form of property, but 
the appreciation of them is a most exclusive 
form of culture. 


It may seem strange, but it is true, that 


there are probably not 50 persons in Eng- 
land who can tell a diamond worth £100 
a carat from one worth £35, and of these 
50 not a dozen are jewelers. The trade in 
specimen stones is wholly in the hands of 
four or five great firms, and minor dealers, 
who have no custom for this class of gems, 
know almost as little about them as tbe 
laity. It takes years of practice, with such 
rarity of opportunity as the market affords, 
to train the eye to recognize exactly the 
orthodox color of the ruby, emerald or sap- 
phire, and to distinguish a brilliant of the 
first water from an ordinary "fine stone" 
demands a delicacy of vision which most 
persons could never acquire. 


Stones may be divided into four distinct 


classes. Poor stones, obviously bad in color 
and full of "clouds," "flaws" and "feath- 
ers" may be bought (one marvels who buys 
;hem) at comparatively exceedingly low 
prices. The value of two rubies of the 
same size, for example, might be severally 
£1 and £1,000 per carat. Then come ordi- 
nary stones—stones which a lady may wear 
without discredit—tb.eir flaws and the pov- 
erty of their color not being such as to be- 


cent of those worn even by rich women. 
"Fine stones," beingof thrice the value, are 
only to be seen on the persons of those who 
are fastidious as well as rich, for though 
a commonly good judge can detect the dlf-

ing into it a solution of salt and water. 
This he does by means of a little syringe, 
similar to those employed tor administering 
hyperderinio injections of morphine. 


When every particle of air has been ex- 


hausted, th« Uny opening is hermetically 
sealed by means of a drop of scaling wax. 
Tho egg then will keep pure and fr«gh an/

The bending of iron piping and bars of 


any section without kinking or flattening 
them is now claimed to be accomplished bj 
a recently invented machine, so construct- 
ed that the bedplate may be attached to 
any improvised bench by means of four 
screws, there being on this bedplate an up- 
wardly projecting journal, in line with 
which is a slot in which latter may be ad- 
justed at any distance from the center of 
the journal a stud or burr. 


A lever with a bifurcated end, in which 


are fitted a large and a small bending 
wheel, both grooved so that when their 
perimeters are brought together they ex- 
actly fit the pipe or bar to be shaped, con- 
stitutes the moving part of the apparatus. 
And these wheels are interchangeable for 
other wheels in bending different sizes of 
aars or pipes. The large bending wheel is 
lassed over the upwardly projecting Jour- 
lal in the bedplate, this journal not only 
>assing through the wheel, but through 
;he bifurcated end of the lever. The small- 
er wheel is journaled through these coun- 
erparts by a pin, which is adjustable to 
lifferent distances when the large wheel Is 
uterchanged. 


When the lever Is turned so as to abut 


igalust the stud or burr, the pipe or bar te 
19 shaped is passed through between the 
iwo wheels, and the lever then being turned 
o a position at right angles with that 
which it occupied when the pipaorbarwai 
naerted a right angle bend will be formed.

OUR PHILADELPHIA LETTER. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 24. 


Type setting machines are slowly 


but surely working a change in Phila- 
delphia 
newspapers. 
The Record 


office is thoroughly equipped with the 
Morganthaler machines with which 
one man may do the work of three 
compositors. The operator of this 
machine simply strikes a letter on the 
keyboard as does the operator of a 
typewriter. Every time he strikes a 
letter a mould or mattrix dropsi into 
position and when a line is completed 
it is cast in a solid block of type as 
long as a column is wide, and just the 
width of the type. In making up the 
p:iper the foreman lifts these solid 
lines into the form, and there is little 
danger of its being pied. The only 
compositors about the Record office 
ate those occupied in setting heads 
and 
display advertisements. 
The 


Press is partially equipped with type 
setting machines of other makes. One 
of these offices does work for other 
newspapers setting type at rates lower 
than are paid to Union compositors. 
T.ie machines have even affected the 
Ledger. 
Through the kindness of 


Gsorge W. Childs compositors on his 
pcper have been paid 45 cents per 
1000 ems, while the Union rate was 
but 40 cents per 1000. 
The other 


day Mr. Childs sent word to his com- 
positors that in view of the fact that 
some of the other Philadelphia news- 
papers were getting their work done 
at much less than Union rates and in- 
asmuch as Mr. Childs refrained for the 
present, from introducing machines, 
he wished they would request him to 
reduce wages to the Union standard. 
The request was accordingly made and 
the Ledger is now paying 40 cents 
instead of 45 cents per 1000 ems. 


The kindness of publishers towards 


their employees recalls the acts of 
John W. Forney. When this veteran 
in the business found that a number of 
hii compositors had enlisted during 
tha war he called them to him and 


we re af the front he would"pay" their 
regular wages to their families. Later 
there came a time when Colonel Forney 
was not so prosperous and during his 
trials his compositors manifested in 
m.my ways their appreciation of his 
former kind acts.

WHAT WILL START THE MILLS? 


Governor McKinley's 
speech 
at 


Akron at the opening of the campaign 
was one of the best he ever delivered.

With the condition which confronts 


us, with idle factories and idle men in 
every part of the country, the present 
question is, How can they best be set 
to work"? The mills are closed. Will free 
trade start them ? Will a lower tariff 
rekindle their fires ? Will la-ge im- 
portations of competitive products 
made by a cheaper labor increase our 
domestic production f 
If tbe foreign 


shop is to have easier access to this 
market with its competitive goods 
through a lower tariff, will that help 
American shops? Will freer access 
to the markets of competitive products 
increase the demand for American 
products and American laljr? 
That 


is tbe question. Will the larger use of 
goods of foreign shops competing with 
our own increase the labor in our own? 
Will more foreign goods shipped here 
increase the demand for like domestic 
goods ? 


Lower tariff or no tariff makes it 


easier to bring in foreign goods and 
harder to dispose of kindred domestic 
goods. The more foreign goods used 
competing with ours the less domestic 
goods will be used, and the less domestic 
goods which are used the less will be 
made, while the less men are required 
to make them, and those who do make 
them have less work and will have less 
wages. 
Do we want to make it easier 


than it now is to import foreign goods 
competing with our own ? Do we 
want to have foreign competition, 
without hindrance or restraint ? If 
we do, free trade or a revenue tariff 
will accomplish it. If we want our 
goods made abroad and not at home 
we should be for a revenue tariff. 
If 


we want them made at home we should 
be for a protective tariff. If we make 
them at home we will employ Ameri- 
can labor. If they are made abroad 
foreign labor will make them and home 
labor will be idle. It is no economy 
to buy foreign goods and leave our owe 
unsold. 


They say a protective tariff is a tax 


and a burden upon the people. 
It is 


upon the foreign producer, and his 
, 


welfare is not our first concern. Idle- 
ness is a much greater tax and a muc'i 
more onerous burden than any turilF

pereuuial fervor, was to promote that wel- 
fare, protect and intrench those interests 
and give assurance to that happiness by 
seeking to establish fairer conditions for lie 
sex. She dedicated her life to tbe beneficen 
work of clearing away the disabilities tha 
hamper her 
fellow-women. Her politica 


philosophy might be expressed in Ihe simp] 
formula thut 'all human rights inhere it 
each human being,' and that women ar- 
entitled, in all directions, to equal and exuc 
justice as if it were a right divitie. Tha 


well-worn phrase defining "luxation withou 
representation," was to her, not a 'glittering 
generality,' but a 'blazing ubiquity.'

MEN WHO QO AROUND WITH THEIR 


POCKETS FULL OF GEMS. 


It I« No Uncommon Thing For One of Them 


to IUv« 940,000 Worth of Tiny Trinei In

Met, go nbout'the country with from tlO,- 


000 to 140,000 worth of the costly, tiny trl- 
fl*s a: their clothes, bunting for customer* 
to til wrte of place where they are likely to 
find cofltcmars, and they make. At least 
come «l them make, a good livlnn outof It. 


And one really curious thing about it Is 


th»f; very few of them own the goods they 
carry. Tiiey do not In some cases even give 
bondt; or put up any sort of security except- 
ing that of their own personal character. 


They are known or believed to be thor- 


oughly honest and reliable, and the mer- 
ohunt i w -o really hav« money Invested iu 
the good* trust them fully and freely. 


A New York man, who travels almost 


continually, met one of -these peddlers In 
the reading room of a hotel In Hartford 
tome time ago and told afterward how as- 
tonitljod he wns when the stranger ap- 
proached htm and began showing his goods. 


"Ho was a tall, good looking young fel- 


low," said the New Yorker, "and was 
dr«M«sa very quietly and tastefully. I no- 
ftoed that there wasn't a single article of 
jewelry visible on his person, not even a 
gold Imttcii or a wntcb chain. 


"The only thing that looked like jewelry 


was a key chain, and I observed afterward 
that that was made very strongly and ap- 
peared to be, as I presume it was, made of 
tho very finest steel. 


"Ho sat down beside me, and pulling at 


hi« chum drew out of his pocket a chamois 
leather bag or purse. Out of this he took 
what looked like a handful of small pack- 
ages, encb wrapped up in flne while tissue 
paper. These he unwrapped one after an- 
other nod showed rao the contents. 


"In aaoh one was a gem. There were 


diamonds, rubles and emeralds and two or 
three [>earls, but nearly all of them were 
diamonds, and only three or four were 
what I would cull unusually large stones. 
They were without settings, and us he un- 
folded the papers he rubbed ouch stone 
gently and deftly with a small piece of 
flannel. 


"Naturally, ho was talking while ho did 


all thi'i, and I soon got very much Interest- 
ed," tho speaker continued. "He began T>y- 
asking if he could not sell me a diamond, 
and I told him I thought not, but I said It 
hesitat Ingly because I wanted to hear what 
he had to Bay. 


" '1 liave them here,1 said the peddler, 


•all the way from $50 up to $3,500, but I can 
•ell you one that any gentleman would be 
r.l«AH«il to wear for f,200 or $800. Most. ner- 
^ons, even those who can afford it, do not 
care to wear very large ones, though I have 
some customers who won't look at a small 
stone.' " 


"You have regular customers then?" 


asked t he man from New York, and he an- 
swered "Oh, yes. 
My trade la mostly 


among actors and hotel mon, and I know 
nearly nil the prominent ones east of the 
Mississippi." 


And then betook out a powerful glass 


and asked the New Yorker to look at a 
beautiful brilliant ho had just unwrapped. 


"I looked at It and admired It, but I told 


him I v us no judge of diamonds," the New 
Yorker went on. "All stones of tho same 
•lie looked pretty much alike to me, though 
I could see that some seemed to be more 
brilliant than others. He laughed a little 
and said that he found that comparatively 
few people were judges, but that a great 
many v ere reluctant to own It and either 
believed or pretended to believe that they 
could tell a genuine diamond from the best 
possible Imitation and a good stone from a 
bad one. 
" 'Su( h people,' he said, 'buy diamonds 


whenever they can be made to believe that 
they ar« getting bargains, but as a rule 
they pay more than they need to. Strictly 
filwtnl'im/ tVio*-* in *\<\ cltlK tiling nan 'Kow- 
gain' In diamonds, excepting In buying one 
from somebody who is ignorant or careless 
of the true value of what he has, because a 
diamond has an intrinsic value as well de- 
fined as that of gold. 
" 'However,1 he continued, 'I am always 


glad to meet anybody who i» on the look- 
out for bargains, because I generally man- 
age to sell them something at a good price.' 


"Then he wanton to tell me that he only 


carried the other stores as a sort of side- 
show. Once in a great while he would sell 
a pearl or a ruby, but nearly all his busi- 
ness consisted of sales of diamonds and 
watches 


' 'He 1; cpt on chatting, even after I had 


satisfied him that I didn't intend to buy 
anything, and he kept seme of his parcels 
open for a considerable time while he was 
•lowly wrapping up the others. 


"I thought at first that he seemed to be 


careless about it, but as I watched him 1 
noticed that he never looked anywhere ex- 
cepting ulther at his goods or straight in 
my eye, and 1 could see that his vigilance 
was never relaxed for an Instant."

THE /COLIAN HARP. 


A Latter I i»y Improvement Upon the Carl- 


oat Instrument of the Anolentn. 


Tho moll in harp is not Very well known, 


but ft Is vory curious and is supposed to 
have been invented by Father Klreher, the 
Jesuit savnnt, who lived in the seventeenth 
century and invented many Ingenious ma- 
chines. Bat the fact of the spontaneous 
resonance at oertaln magical instruments 
when expowsd to a current of air had struck 
the observers of nature in times of remot- 
est antiquity. One of the Talmuds says 
that the JtlE.rp of David sounded when the 
north wind blow on it, and it has been sug- 
gested tha. he bad an coolian, as we under- 
stand it. 


Kireher'ii harp had 15 strings of cat gut, 


and the foi co of the wiud was deflected on 
to it by vai ious shutters or screens. la later 
times this was improved upon by Messrs. 
Frost and tiastncr, but was similar to the 
preceding form in principle and construc- 
tion. The Geollan harps in the old castle of 
Baden-Baden and those in the four turrets 
of Strasburg cathedral are celebrated. 


These am all made of strings stretched 


over a Bounding box and require tuning to 
keep then in harmony. They are also 
large and cumbrous and have a limited 
Dumber of strings, which makes the music 
more or lets monotonous, and they are de- 
pendent Oil the wind from one direction 
only. 


The changes of temperature and damp- 


ness of the atmosphere make them con- 
stantly out of cune, and indeed often cause 
the string* to break, these difficulties 
and draw-Licks have hitherto prevented the 
eooltftn kar;> from being so well known and 
popular a* such an interesting and curious 
instrument, deserves to be, but the latest 
development of this harp, named aiolla, in- 
vented by iin Englishman, is'a step In the 
right direct Ion. 


The munic Is produced by sensitive me- 


tallic reed:i instead of strings, so that it 
never irequi res tuning, and a» there are 60 
separate notes there Is a great variety of 
sound. 


It is Intended to hang on the bough of a 


tree and muy be left there without danger 
from the weather. It turns round beforo 
the wind and is therefore exposed to every 
point of tho compass, and the music passes 
into an org-m pipe, by which it is greatly 
enriched atid improved. 


Besides, the reolian harp possesses re- 


markable properties which act upon the 
nervous system, and cause very different 
Impression*!, according to the temperoient 
of those who listen to its accords. An Eng- 
lish physician, Dr. J, M. Cox, asserts that 
lunatics have sometimes been calmed by 
the sweet- and varied, music of an eeolian 
harp. Othiir observers declare that a'oliau 
sounds will produce sleep.—Waverly. 


How Lead Pencil* Are Made. 


In the manufacture of lead pencils the 


graphite is .first ground with water between 
French burr wheels until it is sufficiently 
flue and evon, three or four weeks being 
sometimes required. The paste is then 
dried in pans for about 24 hours, broken 
liiixj aiiiull piecea ttuu ground a^am CO tn 
even conslsi*ncy. It is then mixed with 
clay, the pi oportion of clay and graphite 
determining the hardness of the pencil. 
This mixture is then forced through a 
cylinder perforated at the lower end with a 
hole the size of the finished lead. The paste 
emerges In the form of a long strinKllke 
spigetti, wb ich the operative breaks off la 
lengths of about two feet and arranges in 
grooves in a horizontal board. 


If the flni Aed leads ore to be used in pen- 


cil cases, the strings are cut off in proper 
lengths witri a knife. They are then dried 
naturally for some time and afterward 
roasted in an oven, being finally polished 
by rubbing against each other in a shaking 
tray. The leads for use in a wood mount- 
ing are unpolished. The wood is well glued; 
then the leads are covered with mucilage 
and placed in the grooves and covered with 
another atrip of wood, tho pencil thus 
formed being placed with a number of 
others in a tightly clamped iron frame, iu 
which they dry. The pencil is then finished 
by a revolving knife, wkich trims the wood 
and leaves i t ready for the polishing and 
varnishing, which are done by hand.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat,

Imitative Forma In Flowers. 


Those who have given any particular at- 


tention to tae study of botanical oddities 
know that tbe Brazilian flower known as 
the "runningantelope" isso called because 
Us white petals have a series of well de- 
fined dark colored lines and dots, in which 
the imagination can readily trace the form 
of an antelope, with its limbs outstretched 
and head thrown back, seemingly fleeing 
for its life. In the "caricature plant" one 
species has the imitative form on the petals, 
and another has it outlined iu the ribs and 
shading of tb e leaves. This last mentioned 
curiosity bears a remarkably well executed 
likeness ot the Duke of Wellington and 
has on that account been named "Arthur 
and His Nosa" 


Among the orchids the Imitative form is 


entirely different In character, being ex- 
hibited in the shape of the flower itself. 
Some are exr.ct counterfeits of bees, butter- 
flies, moths, etc., while others take upon 
themselves tae form of worms and beetles. 
Naturalists believe that ic the first in- 
stance it Is nature's trap to lure other bees, 
moths and butterflies, but the case of the 
worm and be etle orchids, or those that are 
exact counterparts of toads, lizards and 
huge splderii, they do not attempt to ex- 
plain.—St. Louis RenubHg, 


0ow a Modern Salt ITor the Diver la Con- 


structed and What It Co.U—Tho Air 
Pump I« the Hoit Co«tly Necewlty of the 
Outfit—Story of a Fatal Accident. 


Submarine diving has been reduced to 


euch an exact science that there is little 
work under water that the expert diver 
cannot do, and it is hardly more dangerous 
than similar work on the surface. 


Minor improvements are making in the 


suits constantly, but the greatest change 
within a few years has been in the manner 
of attaching the helmet. But you must 
know first how submarine armor Is con- 
structed beforo I can explain this to you. 
You have the common notion, I suppose, 
that if you jti t have a diving suit you caa 
do all the di, .iig you wish. That is a very 
erroneous idea. The suit is a small part of 
tho necessary apparatus. For instance, you 
can buy a diving suit for $40, of the best 
quality, but before you can make a dive 
you must hava apparatus which, of cor- 
responding quality, will cost you $687. 


As the pay of a diver is only $5 a day and 


his work very uncertain, you will readily 
imagine that the divers do not own their 
own suits. The suits are bought by wreck- 
ing companies and other corporations, and 
they employ the divers. The most expensive 
thing about the outfit is the air pump, and 
the next Is the helmet. The diving dr'-is 
proper is made of indla rubber, laid be- 
tween two layers of canvas, the rubber be- 
ing entirely covered. A copper collar, which 
fits over the shoulders, chest and back, is 
fastened to the rubber suit with 12 bolts. 
To thin collar the helmet is attached. For- 
merly the helmet was screwed to the collar, 
but the recent improvement I mentioned is 
the fastening of tho helmet with bolts, 
whioh Is much stronger and safer. 


The helmet is made of sheet copper and 


weighs about 80 pounds. It has three eye- 
holes, one in front and one on each side, all 
filled with half inch thick glass and pro- 
tected with strong copper wires. On one 
side la a valve which allows the foul air to 
escape, and at the back is a copper pipe to 
which the breathing tube is attached. The 
sleeve wrists are made of strong rubber, 
whioh keeps the water out. The shoes have 
iron soles, which weigh over 25 pounds each. 
The heavy leather belt is lined with blocks 
of lead, weighing in the aggregate 100 
pounds. The suit complete weighs about 
225 pounds, and on the surface it Is very 
burdensome, but in the water it feels no 
heavier than any ordinary suit of clothes. 
The helmet is always the lost thing put on. 
When the diver comes up for a breathing 
spell, the helmet is not taken off—oneof the 
eyeholes is unscrewed, which answers every 
purpose. 


The life line, as we call it>-the rope with 


which the driver communicates with the 
surface and with which he is hoisted when 


JU,,,.j,_nnnq(.c t.v,rmich arincin thehel- 
met, and after being bolted in several places 
to the collar on one side goes through a ring 
in the belt and is then bolted to the collar 
on the other side. This is not only a life 
line, but a telegraph line too. One pull 
means more wind; two pulls, lass wind; 
three pulls, stop the pump for a moment. 
You see, the air supply is the main thing, 
and most of the things relate to it. But 
tho diver may have too much air as well as 
too little. The air pipe is mode much 
heavier and stiffer than ordinary rubber 
hose. If it were too limber, it would get 
into "kinks" and shut off the air. 


Three men on the surface attend to one 


diver—two to work the air pump and one 
for the air tube and life line. They must 
be trustworthy men, too,,or they will kill 
the diver. Some companies make itapoint 
to employ father and son or two brothers 
or very close friends. While one relative 
dives, tha other exercises great care on the 
surface. 


Incased in his armor the diver keeps dry 


as a cbip, and of course the pump gives him 
plenty of air. But I do not say that he is 
altogether comfortable. When the water 
is cold, the diver is cold and requires one cr 
two suits of heavy flannels and woolen 
mittens to wear beneath his diver's mit- 
i~u.<. in uiK»i ticbbci uouuuBttt) very wen, DUO 
about this harbor the water is not clear, 
and most of the work must be done by 
feeling. In fact, it is very hard work—so 
hard that four hours is counted a full day's 
work. Formerly the divers' wages were 
much higher, but they have come down. 
New York divers probably run less risk 
than any others in this country because 
they do more work and know how to keep 
their apparatus in order. Very much de- 
pends upon that, but not everything. Oc- 
casionally an accident happens in spite of 
all the care possible. 


The last fatal accident to a diver In this 


harbor that I remember was several years 
ago. A steamship had sunk near herdock, 
and a diver went down to see how she lay. 
He felt his way along her deck up to the 
bow, for the water was too muddy for him 
to see much. -It was too muddy, indeed, for 
him to see that one of the anchors lay on 
its side with a fluke in the air. As he went 
up one side of the deck and down the other 
his life line passed around the anchor. On 
completing his work he gave the signal to 
be drawn up, but when his companions 
dre> oil the line they only pulled him to- 
ward the anchor. He could not see what 
was wrong, but he managed to Ret hold of 
something to cut the line. Unfortunately, 
instead of the life line, he cut the air tube, 
and before he could be extricated he was 
drowned. The men on the surfiice imme- 
diately dived for him without any armor, 
but they were too late.—Interview in New 
York Sun.

ThtlT Talne to Land, Their Abode and 


Their Belentleu Enemy. 


The worms know well that rapid heaving 


of the soil which betokens the approach of 
a mole to their innocent burrows, and the 
moment they feel it rush wildly to the sur- 
face, prepared rather to face the worst that 
lark or blackbird may bring upon them 
than to await the onslaught of their most 
ruthless and bloodthirsty enemy. If you 
dig a pointed stick into the ground and 
shake the earth a little by moving it from 
side to side, you will find dozens of worms 
hurry np to the surface at once under the 
mistaken Impression that the petty earth- 
quake is some mole's doing, for the senses 
of earthworms are extremely keen and 
their perception of danger most acute and 
vivid. 


A person unaccustomed to the ways of 


worms might wonder that enough of them 
could be found in the comparatively small 
tract of land which each mole taboos or oc- 
cupies as his own to satisfy the needs of so 
voracious a creature. But as a matter of 
fact the worm population of England is 
something Incredibly high, to be numbered, 
no doubt, by million!! of millions. Every 
field on our downs is far more thickly pop- 
ulated underground than London is on the 
surface. Every meadow is as dense with 
teeming thousands of worms as Lancashire 
Is with men or an ant hill with emmets. 
The soil swarms with life. 


Vinegar kills worms, and where a barrel 


of vinegar has been accidentally spilled up- 
on the ground the surface is sometimes 
positively covered before long by a thick 
layer of wriggling creatures which have 
come up to die, as is the wont of their 
species. The abundance and ubiquity of 
the game explain the numbers and fre- 
quency of the hunters. Every mole eats 
daily many pounds of worms, and yet ev- 
ery field supports a whole vlllageful of 
them. 


It Is the entire drama of nature on a 


small scale underground — remorseless, 
self centered, unfeeling as ever. Worms 
exist, and exist in thoux&nds, because there 
are myriads and myriads of dead leaves for 
them to live upon. Almost every dead leaf 
that falls from tree or shrub or weed or 
herb except in autumn (when the supply 
all at once Immensely outruns the de- 
mand) they carry underground and bury 
or devour with ceaseless industry. In do- 
Ing so they create and keep up the layer of 
vegetable mold on the surface of the earth, 
which alone makes plant life, aud especial- 
ly cultivation, poshible. 


Cultivated areas are therefore those 


where worms are most abundant. So far 
as they themselves are concerned, however, 
the worms eat only for their own appetites' 
sake and never suspect they are the friends 
of lordly man, whose fields and crofts they 
thus unconsciously 
fertilize. — Cornhill 
Magazine.
